Eastern Lake County Sun- 
day Afternodn 



STRIKES IN THREE PLACES 



"Raifroad Bridges Washed Out and Heavy 
Damage Done to Ctrowtng CropSi Up- 
rooted. Trees. 



A phenomenally heavy cloud burst 
conOncd in Ita devastating efTcets to an 
■area within a radius off fifteen miles of 
Waukegan, Sunday caused the destruc- 
tion of approximately $100,000 worth of 
property. 

Railroad bridges were washed out, 
eulverts olong the highways were 
buried under tons of water and three of 
Waukegan'B largest buildings were 
struck by lightning. 

The three places that were struck by 
lightning Sunday night were:— North 
School— On Franklin street large brick 
chimney struck. The bricks were 
scattered in all directions. 

Episcopal church— Corner Grand ave. 
and Utica street; lightning struck 
ridge pole. Slat on big roof damaged. 

Buck flats— Comer Belvidere and 
Genesee streets; occupants were fright- 
ened when the bolt struck the edge of 
the building, showering bricks to the 
pavement below. Lights in the build- 
ing were extinguished. 

Scores of beautiful trees were up- 
rooted. Although the damage in the 
Jmmediate vicinity of Waukegan was 
confined solely to lightning and rain, 
westof Desplains river at Gurnee the 
wind raised havoc, and many trees 
"Were torn from the ground. Hail stones 
as large as a man's thumb nail, white- 
ened the ground where the rain did not 
stand in pools. 

A large number of trees had the 
bark torn from ther branches by light- 
ning. People returning from the lake 
resorts had narrow escapes from in- 
jury. One rig went into a ditch near 
Grange hall. The horse, frightened bv 
the terrific lightning, became unman- 
agable and the driver lost the road. 

The farmers of Lake county lost 
thousands of dollars.* The oats, still 
standing were ruined. It has been es- 
timated that fully 200 farmers of the 
county toiled In the fields all night Sat- 
urday in an effort to cut their grain. 

Three big boats put into Waukegan 
harbor for shelter. The Two Brothers, 
a Milwaukee launch, encountered dif- 
ficulty in making port. Sunday morn- 
when the north-cast squall, driving be- 
fore it a blinding rain, struck Wauke- 
gan, three men made an atten^pt to 
make the barber from the breakwater 
but they last control of their boat and 
Harbormaster Larson was compelled to 
aend a lauch to their assistance. 

The storm is said to <have been es- 
pecially violent at Zion City and consid- 
erable damage is reported to have been 
done, A horse owned by W, 0, Clough, 
Dzekiel avenue and Twenty-second 
fltreec was struck and instantly killed 
by a bolt of lightning. Less than two 
minutes later a cow owned by Charles 
Cole, one of his neighbors also was 
struck and killed. In aeveral instances 
trees were up-rooted and small build- 
ings blown down. It was a rather sing- 
ular fact that a colt standing beside 
Mr. Clough's horse was unhurt

DROPS. DEAD_ IN BUS 

George M. Vaupell of Lake Marie Dies on 
Way to Train 

While on his way to Antioch to take 
the 6:19 troin.to Chicago Monday morn- 
ing, Dr. George Vuupell, who with hia 
wife and son was this summer occupy- 
ing his dottage at Beach Grove, was 
suddenly stricken with nn attack of 
hourt trouble. As the buss was near- 
ing the L. J. Harden farm south of 
town the other odcupnnts of the rig 
noticed him lean to one side and scarce- 
ly before they realized anything was 
amiss he without a murmur breathed 
his last. 

He was taken at once to the ofilce of 
Dr. Warriner and later to the under- 
taking rooms of L. G. Strang where an 
inquest was held the same afternoon. 
The coroner's jury returning a verdict 
of death due to organic heart trouble. 

The deceased was 63 years of age 
and had conducted n drug store on 
Western avenue, Chicago, for the past 
twenty years disposing of it only this 
spring. 

He was a member of high standing In 
the Masonic fraternity, belonging to 
the Oriental Consistory, the Shrlners 
and the Garden City lodge and acting 
as secretary of the latter. He had at- 
tained the distinction of being a thirty- 
second degree Mason and was planning 
to go to Boston to receive the thirty- 
third degree within a short time. 

At the time he was stricken he was 
on his way. to Chicago to participate in 
the funeral rites of \ brother Mason. 



TO BUILD miQUE HOUSE 

Mrs. Scott Durand to Build House Like 
Cow Bam at Lake Bluff 

Mrs. Scott Durand owner of the 
Crab Tree Farm near Lake Bluff hos 
another idea of beautifying her farm. 
\ Shu is going to build a new home pat- 
terned after a cow barn. She secured 
the idea on a recent trip to Normandy. 

The present house, which !s one of 
the oldest in Lake County is being torn 
down at the present time and within 
the next few months the new lodge, or 
house will be completed. 

Everything on the farm in the way of 
buildings was of Norman style with 
the exception of the house. Now the 
work of tearing down the house has 
commenced, and before the middle of 
October a small house or lodge, built 
just like the cow barns, will be com- 
pleted. 

The house which was on the farm. Is 
probably the oldest house in Lake 
County. The farm was obtained from 
the government by Judge Henry W. 
Blodgett of Waukegan who built the 
house and lived in It over fifty years. 

There has been only one transfer of 
the farm since it passed from the hands 
of the government and that transfer 
was made when Mrs. Durand purchas- 
ed it about ten years ago. 

The farm extends to the lake from 
the Green Bay road, and on the eastern 
extremity of the farm Mrs. Durand 
Is to construct another house which will 
be her permanent home.

HAS $6,000 fCE 

HOUSE FIRE 

Highland Park came near having a 
catastrophe Thursday evening when the 
ice house and bam belonging to August 
Benson caught fire about 9 o'clock and 
kept the men busy until 9 o'clock the 
next morning fighting the flames and 
keeping them from spreading onto the 
adjacent buildings. About three hun- 
dred tons of ice were melted by the 
fire. The damage done is estimated at 
$6,000. 

The c^se of the fire is unknown but 
the flames sprang up In such a vicious 
manner and gained such headway that 
It was a hard proposition to put them 
out The principal work of the firemen 
waa to keep the fiamea from the' ad- 
jacent buildings which surely would 
have caused one of the biggest fires In 
years along the north shore for the 
houses are all wooded frame structures, 
and form a solid block of buildings. 

Several vehicles and about 20 tons of 
hay were also destroyed in the barn 
but no animals perished.

Fred Northrop Meets Death 

at Loon Lake by Being 

Struck by Fast Freight 



WAS ASLEEP ON THE TRACK 



Accident Happened Early Tuesday Morn- 
ing and Body Was Brought to Antioch 
Where Inquest Was Held 



'Fred Northrup, a farm hand who has 
worked In this vicinity for the past 
four or five years met his death at 
Loon Lake ac about 12:30 Tuesday 
morning by being struck by a north- 
bound freight troin while sitting on the 
tracks of tho Soo Line Railroad. 

Northrup had worked on the Foster 
Farm. 

at Millburn at one time and also for 
Gus Voltz near Trevor, at the time he 
met his death he was in the employ of 
Sam Armstrong at Loon Lake. He had 
collected nil wages due him at that 
place Monday morning and was in and 
about Antioch alt day and evening and 
apparently was under the influence of 
liquor when he left town about nine 
o'clock in the evening. During the 
evening he evidently decided to return 
to his employer's home, and no doubt 
started down the track towards Loon 
Lake. 

Becoming tired he presumably sat 
down on the track to rest and he fell 
asleep. 

The trainmen state tliat they did not 
discover him untilwilhin n few feet and 
were unable to stop the train which was 
going at a high rate of speed. 

The train was stopped as soon as pos- 
sible and the crew returned to«,>|iot 
where he was found. Help was summon 
ed and a physician telephoned for but 
life was extinct before his arrival, upon 
examination it was found that the in- 
juries consisted of a fracture of the 
skull and a broken arm. The remains 
were brought to Antioch where the In- 
quest was held by Coroner Taylor on 
Wednesday, the verdict being that the 
"deceased came to his death by being 
struck by a Soo Line freight train white 
sitting on the rail." 

Efforts have been made to locate rel- 
atives of the deceased a.s he was known 
to have aome in the east but up to the 
present time nothing leading to their 
whereabouts has been found and the 
body was buried in the Hillside ceme- 
tery on Wednesday.

"MOVIE" ACTORS 

A real rescue, which waa not sched- 
uled as a part of the scenario plot, took 
place recently at Loan Lake, where a 
company of Easanev players were en- 
acting a motion picture comedy pr o 
duction. Miss Evabelle Prout and four 
girl companions had entered a boat and 
drifted out in the lake. 

At a singal from the producer the 
boat was overturned and the girl's 
plunged Into the water. That was a 
part of the plot But the scenario 
writer had not figured on such a possi- 
bility aa a girl's dress catching in the 
seat of the boat, and \vhen Miss 
Prout failed to appear above the sur- 
face of the water other members of the 
company knew aomethlng was wrong. 
Whitney Raymond, a juvenile actor, 
plunged to the rescue, and dWing under 
the boat extricated the unconscious 
yoiing woman. After she had been re- 
vived It waa suggested that the acting 
of the scene be postponed, but Miss 
Prout bravely insisted on going through 
the trying experience again.

VICTIM sHOT THREE TIMES 



Charles Jorgenson. After Being Whipped 

by Charles Anderson Takes Revenge 

By Shooting the Utter 



Charles Anderson a powerful fisher- 
man, six feet and eleven inches tall 
was shot and killed at Pistakee Bay, on 
Friday night by his chum, Charles Jor- 
genson. 

The two men had been camping on 
Meyer's lake, in the town of Grant, all 
summer. Slieriff Green and State's 
Attorney Ralph J. Dady have thus far 
been unsuccessful In their attempts to 
learn the true identity of the two men. 

Friday afternoon they sold a big 
catch of fish, bought a demijohn of 
"squirrel whisky" and quarreled. Be- 
fore evening they fought and Jorgen- 
son was worsted. , 

After the quarrel at Meyer's lake, 
Anderson left the camp. He went di- 
rectly to Pistakee Bay, 

Jorgenson left the camp one hour 
after Anderson disappeared. It is al- 
leged that he made threats that he 
would "get Anderson" before the day 
was over. The people who heard his 
threat thought it was the ravings of a 
drunken man and did not Interfere. 

About 9 o'clock guests at the Pista- 
kee beach hotel heard three shots. The 
women on the veranda fied to their 
rooms. Several men led by George 
Bingham, game warden at Fox Lake 
and Jack Welch, led this posse of men 
who started out on the investigation 
trip. N 

- Entering the woods in the vicinity 
froni which they had heard the two 
shots the posse encountered Jorgenson. 
His clothing was covered with blood. 

"I shot Anderson; I shot my pal" he 
[a alleged to have exclaimed. 

Bingham and Welch took Jorgenson 
into custody and the balance of the 
posse went to the wounded man. They 
found him lying face downward In a 
pile of brush. He had been shot in the 
right leg above the knee and in the left 
leg close to the ankle. Jorgenson had 
used a shotgun. This gun was found 
fully twenty feet from the wounded 
man. Jorgensen it is believed; threw 
the gun mto the brush for his initials 
were found scratched on the barrel of 
the weapon. 

Anderson was horribly mangled and 
died from the loss of blood before he 
could be removed to the hotel. 

The police and special detectives 
summonjjd from Chicago have been un- 
successful in their attempt to learn tho 
true identity of the alleged murderer. 

Jorgenson refuses to make a state- 
ment He was bound over to the grand 
jury of the Circuit court of Lake coun- 
ty without bond, by a justice of the 
peoce at Fox Lake Saturday morning. 
State's Attorney Dady of the county, 
was on hand to prosecute foi* the state 
at the preliminary hearing.

A half mile from shore with each sea 
battering in the canvas sides of his 
homemade canoe was the serious pre- 
dicament in which Withal Havi son of 
a well known Finnish family, residing on 
Cumings avenue, • Waukegan, was plac- 
ed Friday afternoon. 

Havi, a lover of water, built the 
canoe at his homo two weeks ago. 
When tho lake had been whipped into 
a white foaming mass by a northeast 
wind he left tho harbor in his canoe 
and successfully rounded the south 
pier and then for the first time realized 
he waa in danger of drowning. He call- 
ed for aid. 

Alex Johnson and "Sklnney" the 
popular newsle set out in a canoe to 
rescue their comrade. They reach- 
ed the sinking canoe just in time to 
save Havi, he waa to weak to climb 
Into the tescuing boat and was towed 
ashore with both boya taking turns in 
I holding his head above the water. 



DEATH ENDS SUFFERING 

Mrs. Mary Overton Dies at the Home of 
Her Daughter Sunday Morning 

Sunday morning between the hours of 
one and two o'clock Mrs. Mary Over- 
ton, for years a aufferer from a compli- 
cation of troubles gave up the struggle 
of life and quietly passed into the great 
beyond, her death occurring at the 
home of her daughter. Mrs. Charles, 
Smith, at Channel. 

For years she had been in failing 
health, each season finding her weaker 
than the lost and when the present 
summer was uahered in it was with 
grave fear that she would not live til! its 
close, that those nearest to her watch- 
ed her steady decline, poweriess in 
everyway to prevent the onward march 
of death. 

Through all her many month's of suf- 
fering she maintained a cheerful, hap- 
py disposition that endeared her to all 
and made her presence companionable 
to old and young alike. 

Miss Mary French waa bom at Dor- 
chester, N. Y., Augusts, 1840. When 
twelve years of age she moved with her 
parents to Fort Atl(in9on, Wisconain. 

At the age of 18 she was united in 
marriage to Pete Overton at Millford, 
Wis., and soon after they took up their 
residence at Solon, 111. There they re- 
mained for a number of years, later 
moving to Channel and from there to 
this village which place she called home 
to the time of her death. 

To them were bom five children, 
three of whom, two daughters, Mrs. 
John Blair of Necedah, Wis., and Mrs. 
Chaa. Smith of Channell and one son, 
B. H. Overton of this place aro left to 
mourn her loss. She Is also survived 
by two brothers, Truman of Phoenix, 
Ari., and David of DesMpines, Iowa, 

The deceased had been a member of 
Antioch Chapter, 0. E. S., for about 
five years, the members of that order 
turning out in a body to attend the fun- 
eral services, which were in charge of 
Rev. Stixrud at the M, E. church on 
Tuesday afternoon at 2 o'clock. The 
many beautiful floral offerings plainly 
spoke of the number of friendships sev- 
ered by death. The remains were laid 
at rest in the Antioch cemetery. 

THREE BOYS DROWNED 



Qasped in Each Other's Arms They Sank 
From View as Dkl Also Their Boat 

Clasped In each other's arms, three 
boys— names unknown— closed their 
eyes in death Monday morm'ng, when 
they drown in Lake Michigan. The frail 
canvas canoe in which they were riding 
waa swamped by a heavy northeast sea. 
A lad of 8 years was drowned in the 
lake Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock. He 
fell from a pilk at the old Case pier, at 
the.foot of Water street, Waukegan. 

Eleven men, all employes of the*Com 
Products Refining company, witnessed 
the death struggle of the boys who lost 
their lives in the lake Monday. 

Anton Harji, employed as a trucker 
at the refinery tells the foliowinff. story 
of the drowning, he is an Austrian and 
speaks only a few words of English:— 
**The boys were clasped in each 
other'a arms when they sank for the 
last time. I, with three other men, 
were engaged in loading a freight car 
with starch when I heard the boys 
shout for help. Immediately one of 
their number disappeared from sight. 
The other two boys were hanging to the 
keel of the overturned canoe. When 
the boy came to the surface he grap- 
pled with his companions and threw his 
arms about their necks. Like a brick, 
all three boys and their canoe sank 
from sight. I saw the boys leave the 
shore," 

Chief Tyrrell sent the fishing tug Four 
Brothers to the scene. Captain Spoor 
spent twenty minutes in dragging tho 
bottom but was unsuccessful In his ef- 
forts to locate the boys. 
- The lake bottom off the sugar re- 
finery is carpeted with big holders, 
said Gapt Spoor on his return to the 
harbor. It proves impossible to drag 
the bottom for we were unable to keep 
the drag-net on the bottom of the 
lake. The net would_ strike a huge 
boulder and it would be two or three 
minutes before it would again strike 
the bottom. 

John 'Jr., the 8 year son of John 
Srakaca Sr., of Picadily court, Wauke- 
gan, was drowned Sunday afternoon at 
3 o'clock while bathing in the lake at 

the rear of the electric light plant. His 
younger brother and several small 
playmates who were bathing near him 
went to hia assistance but he aank be- 
fore they could reach him. 

His body waa not recovered for an 
hour. An employe of the electric light 
company was mformed by the Srakaca' 
boy's companions and removing his 
clothing he began diving for the body. 
The boys who witnessed the drowning 
gave him the wrong location and he 
spent nearvl an hour In diving tnto a 
deep pool which exists about several 
feet east of the place where he was div- 
ing. He managed to get hold of it and 
towed it to shore.

Louis DeRyder Arrested at 

Waukegan as Alleged 

Cleverest Crook 



AUTHORITIES ARE JUBILANT 



Is Charged With Fleecing Wisconsin Man 
Out of $7,000 and Is Placed Under 
$10,000 Bond * 



Louis DeRyder, who was arrested in 
Waukegan Thursday evening, is said to 
be one of the cleverest confidence men in 
the world^and a -member of a gang of 
ten men who carry on their confidence 
games in all parts of. the world. De 
Ryder was given a preliminary hearing 
before Justice Weiss and his case was 
continued fpr ten days, hia bond beinff 
fixed at 510,000. He was placed in the 
county jail in default of furnishingf 
bonds. 

J. L. Collins who conducts a private 
detective agency in Milwaukee came to 
Waukegan a few days ago and with 
the assistance of ■ Sheriff Green was 
able to apprehend the fellow. He was 
located at the Klondike restaurant at 
5:30 o'clock Thursday evening. Ho 
didn't put up much of a fight and after- 
wards admitted that he would have re- 
sisted arrest had he not been under the 
infiuence of cocaine to which he is a 
devotee. Since then it has been learn- 
ed that DeRyder was the proprietor of 
three or four of the concessions which, 
belong to the Mazeppa Carnival com- 
pany. He operated the pennant, cane 
rack and poodle dog stands. 

Collins is elated over the capture and 
made the following statement: 

"I consider the catch one of the most 
important ever made in the country. 
There is no question but that we caa 
prove the charge of conspirace to de- * 
fraud and operating a confidence game 
against him. He is wanted for any 
number of large crimes committed all- 
over the country, ' but the charge oa 
which r arrested him was for fieecincf 
a Wisconsin man out of $7,000 on one of 
the cleverest confidence games ever 
pulled off, . ^ 

"I managed to trace him to Wauke- 
gan and enlisted the services of Sherift 
Green. There are at least ten others 
in the gang of which DeRyder is lieut- 
enant to the leader. They seldom gck 
after less than $5,000 and from that 
sum they secure as high as $150,000 
which amount was 'Secured by their . 
leader. 

"There is hardly a state or county ia 
the country which has not boel; fieeced 
by one or the other of these buminals^ 
I am practically certain that tlierkotor^ 
iouB "j'ohn Beck" who fieece^ Mr« 
Wedge of Waukegan out of $3,000 a 
few years ^go, was a member of, tte 
same band. There is no question -buc^ 
that they are the cleverest crooks in 
the world and their cleverness always 
has succeeded in winning them their 
liberty when they have been appre- 
hended. Although DeRyder'a bonds 
have been fixed at $10,000, I am certain 
that this bail will be furnished within & 
few days. 

'*Ab a result of his arrest I have 
hopes that I may catch other members 
of the band and perhaps even the 
leader. I understand that he will se- 
cure Erbstein of Chica,go as his attor- 
ney when his case comes to trial."

in catching one of the atrugglltig men • 
by the hair as he, was going down fop 
the third time.

Mexico City, Aur. 21.— Two huntlrpd 
nni ton pprnone, auapoctml of bolns 
rebel Hympathlzers. havo been exe- 
cuted lit Puruandlro, state of Mlclioa- 
can. Accompanird by tiorrlblo bar- 
barltleg, the executloiiB bave aroused 
protests throughout the republic, ac- 
cording to letters published Monday 
In El Tmparclal, the leading dally 
newspaper of this city. 

Tho victims of federal revenge were 
not granted trials, but were shot upon 
the accusation of government sympa- 
thizers and the executions were held 
wherever the men were caught. In 
their homes or In the streets. 

Twelve ot the victims wore less 
than fourteen years of age and all 
uore young men. moat of whom had 
refused to Join the federal army. The 
rebels, under Jose ^fora. a lieutenant 
at Emlllano Zapata, looted the town 
July 12, abandoning It about August 
1. The federal authorities entered, 
and put to death all suspects. 
. Three hundred volunteers and l.'O 
Turales have been sent from Oaxaca. 
capital of the state of the same name. 
to meet 1,500 Ixtepejano Indians, who 
are marching to the attack of Oaxaca. 
This ta the second uprising of these 
.Indians, the first having resulted In a 
idrawn battle Just outside of Oaxaca 
labout a month ago. 

Washington, Aug. 21. — The Mexican 
.government, through Ambassador Wil- 
son. ^^onday promised the state de- 
;partment that everything possible 
would be done to frace and punish the

The house by a vote of 138 to 78 de- 
clined to pass over the veto of Presi- 
dent Taft the bill compensating cer- 
tain subcontractors la Wyoming for 
government work.

LoB Angeles, Cal., Aug. 20.— Clar- 
ence S. Darrow, Chicago lawyer, was 
acquitted by a Jury' here Saturday of 
the charge of having attempted to 
corrupt a prospective Juror In the Mc- 
Namara murder trial.

)Nllca, Mich., Aug, 20.— Conllncd In 
Its dovnsttttlng effects to an area 
within n radius of three miles of this 
city, a phenomenally heavy cloud- 
burst Sunday caused the death of 
two persons, Injuries to many oth- 
ers, washed out seven railway 
bridges, destroyed miles of railroad 
tracks, stopped street car traffic In 
Nilus and other towns, held up trains 
of tho Big Four and the Michigan 
Central and did hundreds of thou-

Charles W. Hushower, n railroad 
olllclal from South Bend, was driving 
near here In an automobile with three 
i\xpert linemen when tho entire party 
was struck by lightning. Hushower 
and tho three linemen were severely 
Injured and rendered unconscious. 

Abraham Harrod of Nlles w»o also 
struck by lightning and rendered un- 
conscious while he was driving his 
machine on tho highway on tho road 
to South Bend. 

Tho million-dollar dam of tho Cha- 
pin Power company ou the SL Joseph 
river, which was erected recently by 
Chicago capitalists for the purpose o( 
supplying electric power to South 
Bend, Mlshawaka, Elkhart and St, Jo- 
seph, threatens to break, and bun* 
dreds of men with sandbags endeav- 
ored to save It. 

Other hundreds of workmen 
worked desperately to save the big 
dam built by the city of Nlles. which 
supplies power for the electric lighting 
and traction companies. , 

All tho bridges on tho Big Four and 
Michigan Central railroads for a dis- 
tance of three miles east and west of 
this city have been destroyed by tho 
cloudburst, and scores of freight cars 
havi^ been swept Into the St Joseph 
river. The Michigan Central railroad 
yards, covering six acres, are under 
water. 

The dam of the Cantrcll Flour com- 
pany at Nlles burst, and tho mill and 
other buildings for half a mile around 
were flooded. 

Nine cars full of animals and effects 
belonging to tho Tiger Bill circus, 
which was to appear at Benton Har- 
bor, is stalled In three feet of wa- 
ter near here. 

Intcrurbaa street car servico be- 
tween Nlles and SL Joseph and other 
towns is entirely stopped. Great dam- 
age has been done to telephone and 
telegraph wires.

It was de- 
signed aa a hostelry of the first class 
and It haa never been anything else. 

Tho history of tho Southern hotel la 
closely Interwoven with that of St, 
Louis. Its fame Is not confined to Its 
own city, state and nation. 

Ita spacious lobby. Its wide cor- 
ridors, Its commodious rooms. Ita 
luxurious furnishings and Its air of 
aristocracy have been enjoyed and 
commented on by men and women 
from all nations. 

The Southern hotel waa rebuilt on 
the slto of the original Southern ho- 
tel, erected In 1865. 

Before the old building waa do- 
Btroyed by fire the night of April 11, 
1877, It was the most pretentloua cara- 
vansary here. It aheltered many not- 
ables. 

U waa there. In the early '70a, that 
tho Grand Duke Alexia waa enter- 
tained when ho vlaltod America aa 
the royal represntatlve of the Rus- 
slan government. 

While the Southern was aholtorlng 
t^o grand duke It was also affording 
a temporary homo for Lydia Thomp- 
son and a bevy of her famod English 
blondes, who had created a sensation 
In America after making a conquest 
of the old world. 

Lydla and her cohorts were dI8por^ 
Ing themaolves at the Olympic, then, 
as now, juBt across tho street, 

A grand banquet waa apread by tho 
grand duke'a orders, and after feed- 
ing the blondes Alexis decorated the 
fair Lydla with a regal bracelet that 
waa the talk of the town. 

All St. Louis eyes were centered on 
tho Southern on the occasion of the 
flVst visit to this c\$7ot Lily Langtry, 
whoso beauty had captivated the 
Prlnco of Wales, afterward Edward 
VII. 

No Boonor had tho luggage of the 
Jersey Lily been deposited In her 
•palatial Bulto than there appeared on 



tho register another name, that of 
Freddie Gobhard, tho rich American, 
who heeded not the Jibes of the news- 
papera, but persistently followed tho 
profeaslonal beauty from ono engage- 
ment to another and Bought to win 
her.

Wakes Up Senate By Bitter 
Attack on Roosevelt 

In a spontaneous outburst during de- 
bate of the president's wool tariff veto 
in the senate, Senator LaFollette Fri- 
day attacked the new procressive party 
and swore, new allegiance to progress- 
ive Republicanism, 

Ignoring the dramatic appeal by Sen- 
ator LaFollette to repass the wool 
bill the regular Republicans and some 
progressives voted to up hold the presi- 
dent's veto. Six progressive Republi- 
cans— Bristow, Clapp. Crawford, La 
Follette, Poindexter and Works— join- 
ed the Democrats in support of the mo- 
tion. 

The "original insurgent," quivering 
with emotion, with clenched hanhs ami 
strained face, poured out a tlood of im- 
passioned oratory that kept the door and 
galleries of the senate rapt and silent. 

Standing in the well of the chamber, 
Senator La Follette assured his as- 
sociates that he intended to **keep up 
the fight in the Republican party to 
make that party really progressive" 
and to "keep on until the last bell 
rings and the curtain falls." 

After reviewing briefly the trust 
record of Col. Roosevelt, Senator La 
Follette declared that the former presi- 
dent was "not the man to find the way 
out now." He asserted that "no ob- 
stacle dragged across the path of the 
progressive movement in the Republi- 
can party can now stop its advance." 

He declared that when the Republi- 
can party through its progressive as- 
sociates had reached a point where it 
■would "respond to the purpose for 
which it was born, an attempt is made 
at Chicago to divert it. 

Senator Stone asked Mr. LaFollette 
whether he meant the nomination of 
President Taft or the nomination of ex- 
President Roosevelt, 

"1 am awfully surprised," began 
Senator La Follette, "that I left the 
senator from Missouri in doubt. I hope 



I did not leave doubt in the mind of 
any one else." 

Then moving down the center aisle, 
until his outstretched, shaking hands 
almost toucheu the stenographer's 
tables, he continued: 

"On the day that Theodore Roose- 
velt was made president of the United 
States there were 119 trusts and com- 
binations in the United States. When 
he turned this government over to 
William Howard Taft there were 10,- 
020 plants in combination. When he 
became president the trusts had ag- 
gregate capitalization of $3,000,000,000 
and then he loft the presidency they 
had an aggregate capitalization of §31,- 
000,000,000 and more than 70 percent 
of it was water. 

"Their power has gone on growing 
and spreading. There has been no 
diminution in the present administra- 
tion. The present administration ha^ 
sought to apply the Sherman anti-trust 
law effectively more vigorously than its 
predecessor: but the time to have, ap- 
plied the Sherman anti-trust law ef- 
fectively was in the infancy of these 
trusts, when there were only l-lDr 

"I don't believe that the man who 
was president for seven years while the 
greatest trust growth occurred, at the 
very time of all times in the history of 
the Sherman anti-trust law it could 
have been made potential in deterring 
trust organization — 1 do not think that 
the man who was president then is the 
man to find the way out new." 



Senator Pomerene Inquired of Sena- 
tor La Follette would tell how many of 
the trusts were 'good' ones and how 
many of them "bad." 

"I have no way to differentiate" rii- 
turned Senator LaFollette, "because 
none of the trusts are my friends. If 
any of them were supporting my prop- 
oganda with large contributions I sup- 
pose I would be human enough to call 
them 'good trusts.' They know about 
the Wisconsin system and they know it 
is the real 'dope' for their business.

Starting a Lawn, University of minora, 

top, which la quicker growing, helps 
to got tho lawn started.

Beautiful lawns are rightful horit- 
iLgea of those who dwell In rural com- 
munities and on the farm. Thoy ar» 
not only artistic and Boclal asBcts to 
tho farmer, but they have economic 
and practical valua as well, as many 
who tako pride in a beautiful homo- 
■toad will testify. Tho amount of 
lime and caro neoossary to start and 
keep up a lawn Is exaggerated In tho 
xnlnds of many farmers, but whatever 
Its cost, tho ploaauro and natlsfactlon 
It atfordB more than repay. 

The queckest way • to prepare a 
lawn, other than- by tho transfer of 
Bod. la by meana of protective crop, 
auch na oats, sown with the graaa 
■eed. If oaU aro to bo used na tho 
cover crop, they are sown on the 
rough plowed ground before a fine 
■eed bed la prepared. About a bushel 
to the acre la enough to produce tho 
thin Btand necoBsary, Tho oata moy 
bo Bown broadcast or drilled. After 
the oata are In. the ground ahould bo 
thoroughly prepared by harrowing and 
disking until tho soli la as flno and 
smooth as possible. Preparing a seed 
in this way aerves a double purpose — 
It covers the oata and prepares the 
way for the grass seed, which should 
not he placed so deep In the ground, 
Tho grass mixture used In prepar- 
ing the beautiful lawns at tho Uni- 
versity of Illinois la as follows: Blue 
graaa and red top are mixed In tho 
proportion of two to one, and to each 
ono hundred pounds ot this mixture 
five pounds of white clover seed Is 
added. Tho blue grass will produce 
the permanent lawn, while tho red

Bmall proportion! glvea the lawn a 
more velvety appearance, and be- 
cause of ItB deep rooU aorvoa to keep 
the lawn during dry times. 

Many lawn growers use timothy 
seed In aomo proportions, but timothy 
lenda to form cluatera and bunchcB, 
and to deatroy the evenncsa of a lawn. 
Blue graaa, red top and clover, on th« 
other hand, make a more even lawn. 
About three buihela of this mixed 
lawn seed are used to tho acre. The 
aced may be aown broadcast or ■ 
seodcr may used, 

Tho oata will grow very rapidly 
compored to tho grasa and will afford 
excellent ebado and protection. The 
graaa will become firmly rooted by 
the time tho oata are to be cut for 
summer hay. This may l>e done just 
before tho oata head or after heading 
If not delayed too long. The grass h 
then well atartod and will be able to 
hold Its own. By the next season the 
grass win havo the upper hand and 
the oatB will be crowded out. 

Regular cutting Improves a ■ well- 
started lawn greatly If care la token 
not to cut too closely In a very dry 
time. It will be beneficial to leav« 
tho cutting on tho lawn occasionally 
as a mulch. Tho clippings are greatly 
appreciated by poultry, both when 
freshly cut and when cured for win- 
ter. Care should betaken at tho Btart 
that the seed of the dandelion or oth- 
er weeds do not obtain control be- 
fore tho grass, but after the start not 
Bo.much vigilance la necessary. Go- 
ing over thti ground occasionally with 
a roller will be beneficial.

The monolith concrete silo has boon 
open to JUBt such criticisms on these 
points and has suffered In popularity 
because of tho unskilled or thought- 
loss labor froquontly used in auch ap- 
parently simple construction. A por- 
ous wall often reaults from tho use of 
too dry a. mixture or ono of uneven 
composlUon, The concrete ahould be 
wet enough to nm readily from tho

A porous wall may often be reme- 
died by the application of a wash of 
rich cement applied with, a largo 
brush. If the wall la rough a coat of 
cement plaster may be" required. Some' 
have obtained good reauUa by ualng 
asphalt paint. 

Another question often: ralaed Ii 
that of a proper doort Metal door 
Jams are to be avoided, also metal 
cross ties In contlnuouB doorways. A 
much more aubstantlal structure can 
be built with openlnga about 22 incboa 
by 82 InoheB, or longer If preferred, 
placed not over 24 Inches apart. This 
narrow tie permits the carrying of 
tho re-enforcemeiit entirely around 
the alio, and Is not d Berloua hin- 
drance In feeding. Galvanized, heavy 
gaged sheet metal may bo used 'for 
doora, or the doora may bo made of 
two thlcknesBea of .flooring laid crpsa- 
wlao with tor paper' between. The 
door ahould fit Into tho opening 
against tho Jam bo that It la fluilh with 
tho inner fiurfaco of the wall. The 
uso of felt or Blmllar prepdmtlons 
about tho door is not; to be encour- 
aged; Good reaults have .been ob- 
tained where metal doori aro used by 
sealing about the outer edge of th« 
op«nlng with cUy.

It Is at Watch Hill, Uhodo Island, 
Understand clearly at the stnrt that 
tho ox-cotton king Is really running 
tho boarding house. Ho Isn't Just pro- 
tending to— sitting aloof soraowhoro 
In lonely maJoHty, lending his namo 
and prestlgo to tho undertaking, daz- 
zling boarders with tales of past gran- 
dour.. 

No. Tho crstwhllo czar of tho cot- 
ton market not only superintends 
everything In tho higher departments 
ot tho job, but ho turns to and takes 
a hand often In other matters which 
most pcoplo In his placb would del»- 
gato to others. 

Mr. Sully pointed to tho sea, -whose 
waves wore roaring over tho stoop 
vator front of Watch Hill. 

"Over there to tho left." ho said. "Is 
Block Island. To tho right la Montauk 
Point. Straight ahead tho nearest 
land Is tho coast of Spain. That breozo 
coraoa direct from there." 

"When I was busy In tho cotton 
inarkot In New York," ho went on, 
•'I found there was no place like this 
for resting. It rests tho brain as no 
other place does, and when you're 
working In Woll street It's tho brain 
that ought to get rest. I used to run 
up hero every Friday and stay till 
Monday morning. It made an Im- 
mense difference to me." 

On tho subject of Wall street, that 
made and broke him. Mr. Sully la 
disinclined to talk. At best be Itf n 
man of few words, but on cotton and 
speculation In general ho la Sphlnx- 
Uko. 

"Do you want to get back to Wall 
atroet?" he was asked. 

"Of course. I'd llko to." ho -an- 
Bwered. "When a man's been . In 
' really active work ho wants to get 
back Into It and stay In It until he's 
put underneath the sod. But"— and 
here hia Jaws set firmly — ^"I'm not 
going back. I have no plane to do 
that. At times I hear echoes of the 
old days when I was there, bnt I 
don't intend to try to bavo more of 
them." 

Tho house, by tho way, Is a flno 
aumraor residence, built by Mr. Sully 
himself a year or two before his 
downfall on the Cotton Exchange, 
and named Kenneth Ridge, after a 
aon who died. It stands on an emi- 
nence, tho highest Is Watch Hill. Be- 
fore tho owner's financial downfall 
the house witnessed festivities which, 
If houses can mediate, must load It 
to startling contrast 

Six years ago, for Instance, Mr. 
Bully gave a dinner and ball at Ken- 
neth Ridge to Admiral . Robloy D. 
Evans and a party of his olHcers. 

"They danced In this room," ho told 
tho reporter, leading. him Into a spa- 
cious apartment. ''Now,' the boarders 
I have use it for a sun parlor. 

"r went Into the boarding houBo 




business on account 
of more business 
troubles," Mr. Sully 
explained, when ho 
and tho reporter 
again settled them- 
selves to enjoy the sea nir on tho ver- 
anda. "Last fall I went to England to 
see about some business matters there. 
I Intended to spend the winter either 
there or out, west or In the southern 
states. 

"But tho plans that I had made did 
not turn out well and I decided to 
spend tho winter right here In Watch 
Hill. It was the first timo that I or 
my family had ever stayed hero In 
the cold weather. But, when I built 
tho house, I put steam heat Into It, 
so wo were very comfortoblo.. And 
right there tho idea struck me, not 
only to run this place as a boarding 
house, but as an aIl-the*year-round 
boarding house." 

Tn that Idea something of the orig- 
inality of tho "Dan" Scully who 
evolved a "system" and played tho 
cotton market to a standstill crops 
out again. Up to the present time no- 
body has ever thought of that wind- 
swept promontory. Watch Hill, as a 
place in which to spend the winter. 
Yet, having done It once, "Dan" Sully 
was amazed at tho mildness of the 
air and promptly resolved to make 
other peoplo besides himself enjoy It. 
In fact, ho already talks about Watch 
Hill as a sort of future Atlantic City 
of New England. 

"Out there" — again he waved his 
hand toward tho Atlantic ocean — 
"only a short way off tho coast. Is 
the gulf stream. It's quite near 
enough to keep the weather from get- 
ting too cold hero In winter. Yet 
everybody who has a house hero or 
hires, one for the warm, weather never 
stays later than November, and the 
hotels close early in September. I'm 
going to show peoplo that this la an 
all-the-year-round place." 

"Are you doing anything besides 
running your -boarding house?" asked 
the reporter. 

- "Nothing whatever,'* answered the 
ei-cottoii king.

France Leader of Fashions 
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Immense Revenue Accrues to That 
Country Because of Its Acknowl- 
edged Supremacy^ 

Jules Heuret, a French writer, as- 
aerta that In fashion France Is still 
unrivaled. He has carefully Investi- 
gated the state of affairs In Germany, 
England, Switzerland, Austria and 
northern Italy, and has come to the 
conclusion that France stands first la 
matters of taste.. Her jewelry designs 
and her models of furniture are the 
finest In the world, although England 
and Germany are selling well In both 
these directions^ he declares. 

From fashion M. Heuret estimates 
tho revenue of the French at 150,000,- 
000 francs. In Paris there are over 
12,000 business houses employing 
from one to 100 working girls. For 
the whole of France the total of such 
establiahments reaches 90,000, to 
which may bo added 15,000 lingerie 
firms, 4,000 houses where embroider- 
osses and menders are employed. 
Thus there are IIB.OOO shops where 
sewing is the Industry carried on. ^ 

More than a million persons earn 
their living In this way, 940,000 women 
and 75,000 men. To tho aggregate of 
a million wage-earners by their needip 
mudt bo counted 140,000 > employers, 
large and small, of whom 26,000 are 
men and 114,000 women. This vast 
energy does not provide the means of 



wage earnlpg only for those occupied 
In the business; It resolves Itself Into 
a revenue, of over 114,000.000 franca 
In the export trade of the country. 

When all tho handiwork done for 
>tho use of tho peoplo living In France 
is added to the export .trade, and 
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denly appeared In Wall street and 
began operating In cotton in accord- 
ance with a "system" thht seemed to 
be Infalllblo. This is the man whose 
methods completely mystified tho 
wisest old stagers In the country, 
whose profits ran up as high as ?600,- 
000 in one coup — tho man whose fail- 
ure, when announced from the ros- 
trum of tho cotton exchange on 
March 18, 1904, caused the wildest 
panic over known In the history of 
that Institution. ^ 

Tho "Dan" Sully who now takes 
peoplo through his house and quotes 
prices on rooms to them was once 
worth $3,000,000. He lost nearly J2,- 
000,000 of it in two minutos. Accord- 
ing to him, he announced his volun- 
tary suspension to the superintendent 
of the cotton exchange at 1:45 on tho 
afternoon of that fatal March 18. It 
was not read on tho fioor of tho ex- 
change until two minutes past 2. 

"That delay of two minutes cost 
mo $1,176,000,'* SuUy said once. In tell- 
ing tho story. "If it had been read at 
or before 2 o'clock I might have come 
out all right." 

As it was, when tho smoke cleared 
from the field whore ho had met dis- 
aster, his liabilities totaled up to 
something llko $3,000,000. At the time 
"Ban" SuUy said to a reporter: 

"Three weeks ago I was worth $3,- 
000.000. Now I'm not worthy $30." 

Such was ho who now runs tho Sea- 
side boarding house and expatiates 
upon the glories of Watch Hill and 
Its many advantages as a boarding 
place. Into all his laudations of the 
place ho puts real enthusiasm; they 
would be creditable to tho most con- 
summate Boniface of them all. 

"Would you like to get back to New 
York?" 

Like a shot.camo tlie answer, with 
a gleam of tho eye and a snap of tho 
jaw: 

" 'Would I llko to get back?' Why 
New York la the only place In tho 
world!"
